THE IMPORTANCE OF BEING ERNEST 



College students, as a class, are often accused of a lack ol 
seriousness. They take their responsibilities too lightly, it is said, 
and fail to realize the earnestness of the struggle that awaits them 
out in the cold hard world. Because university undergraduates 
succeed in having a very good time, and manage to enliven their 
studies with much laughter, athletics and dancing, and lo crowd a 
good deal of real living into what is, after all, only a preparation 
for life, they are branded by too many superficial observers as a 
rather pleasure-loving set of genial irresponsiblcs who, it seems, 
are lacking in the preal quality of earnestness. 

It would not be difficult to present a long and very dull de- 
fense against this charge of frivolity. We could show — very seri- 
ously and in all earnestness — that this unfortunate impression of 
what fiction-writers are pleased to term "the college set" owes 
its being to the amusing caricature of campus life that makes the 
"college comics" such pleasant reading. Wc could write earnestly 
and at great length in vindication of the college student, citing 
many examples of heroic toilers through the night, studying to 
make the most of a college education for which they are paying 
•>ut of the fruits of tbeir own serious and earnest labour. We could 
—but perhaps it would be of more value if we answer those, who. 
<rith uplifted palm and long demeanour, urge us to "be earnest, 
,'oung man, be earnest." somewhat in this manner: 

"Sir, your advice is undoubtedly well-meant, and. indeed it is 
•xcellent counsel. But its application, as we think you will admit 
<pon a moment's reflection is very limited. You say. 'Be earnest. 
>ut our name, unfortunately is not Ernest. To the excellent, fellows 
vho bear this cognomen your advice could not be improved; for 
to them, instead of being a tame exhortation to a leaden-eyed gra- 
--/iTfTit is a clarion call to individualism, an exhortation to self-re- 
liance, which to them means: Be yourself. How much more fitting 
Is it to urge upon young men to be themselves than to thunder at 
.them an exhortation to assume, what even you will admit, is unbe- 
coming seriousness. You will see. then, that what is rather useless 
and platitudinous advice to Tom, Dick, and Harry, and Myrtle, be- 
comes to Ernest a great and inspirational cry of: Be yourself." 

If any advice ir. needed by college students to-day, it is above 
•aill this call to be oneself. Standardization is beginning to infect 
the land like a plague. We dress the same way. we read the same 
newspapers, we talk about the same things in the same manner, and 
are dictated to by the same foibles of fashions at the same seasons. 
Wc even come to think the same things in the same way. until one 
is sickened with the word "same." This state of affairs should cer- 
tainly not be allowed to exist. Each one of us has an individual 
personality which should be as recognizable as our face. Let us 
: not hide it under the cloak of standardization and custom. We do 
not want to wear this coat because it happens for the moment to be 
.the style, and to get that because the next fellow has one; and above 
all let us cry to rid ourselves of that most subtle form of insincerity, 
the habit of doing things just because— "well they're done, you 
iknow." Cultivate an individual personality, and then show it. 
Develop a few harmless eccentricities; it will be a pleasant relief 
Jrom the present colourless sameness from which so many seem 
afraid to depart. Above all be yourself, but do not forget that 
you must first make yourself something worth being. And if your 
name is Ernest remember it is better to be Ernest than earnest.

ICE FORMATION 
ON WATERWAY? 

Physical Society Will Discuss 
Its Prevention 



"Ice 1'ornia.tion and Its Prevention" 
will be the subject of an address by 
Dr. H. T. Marnes before the Physical 
Society today. 

Through its bearing upon winter 
navigation and trade, the problem of 
keeping otherwise navigable water- 
ways open through as long a soason 
as possible becomes of Interest to a 
large public. 

Dr. Rarues who is an authority upon 
the formation of ice in waterways, 
and who has been inteimatcly connect- 
ed with the subject with special refer- 
ence to conditions on the St. Lawrence, 
is particularly fitted to deal with tho 
problem . 

The speaker will speak with especial 
regard to the work that is being done 
towards maintaining inland winter i 
navigation and all interested In the 
subject arc cordially invited to attend 
the meeting.

"Tho recenl Imperial Conference hi 
the Lighl of t'linaila" was lite subject 
of two piipei'H read before the. Students 
Political Group at I In- Maison des 
Ktudinntn of the Unlvornlla le Mont- 
real yesterday evening;, ti, \V, lyjvy 
of Me.Clll tuiil K Ilrossard of the 
Knlverstiy of Monlronl holh addressed 
the gal holing In ICngllsli. The dlti- 
ciissloii which followed was car lied on 
In both French and Kiigllsh, prnc- 
tleally all présent participating. 

In tho absence of a représenta live 
of the professoriate, M. Cnsgrnln nf 
the University of Montreal Introduced 
lite speakers for lite evening. Levy, 
who spoke first , emphasized the fnet 
that nothlttg of any I m port a nee had 
boon aceompllshed at the recent Lon- 
don conference. The tight nf t li r> 
Dominions to sh;n separate I tea licit, 
when the contents affected only Ihn 
Dominion concerned and not (ho Kni- 
plre as a whole, hnd been granted, hut 
ti close examination proved Ibis lo 
have existed before the coul'ercnce. 
Tho conference also ileeidecl Unit the 
co-operation of the Fuite,! State.'! was 
necessary for the seulement of the 
European trouble'. It had also been 
decided lo concede the United Slates* 
request for a twelve mile limit |p 
combat the llk>g-al lUpinr traffic a.l 
present being carried on. 

Status of Hindus, 
One Important- thing that had been 
discussed was the status ot the Hindu 
in the different parts of the Kiiipire, 
At the present time they' lufve no 
rights or franchise whatsoever. In- 
asmuch a.s there are only about one 
thousand scattered about the Domin- 
ions, chiefly In Canada and Australia, 
the speaker could not see why the 
ight to vole should not he granted to 
thcin. Their vote would not be power- 
ful enough to alter any existing state 
of affairs. Another important (pics- 
tion, that of shipping and the present 
high duties on it in the St. Lawrence 
was placed in the hands of the Ship- 
n'ng Committee. 

On the matter of Imperial Prêter, 
ence, wheat received special attention. 
It was suggested that al wheat sup. 
plies should he bought in the Empire, 
and not purchased from other nations 
until the supply from the Dotplnlons 
had been exhausted. This proposal 
was rejected. Canada, has received 
considerable criticism from English- 
men, who stated that Canadians arc 
cuns-tantly inviting American capital 
in preference to British. The Dom- 
inion Premier ' lias' expressed himself 
satisfied with the conference t hough 
nothing of any value seems to have 
been accomplished by It. 

E. Broseard. of tiiu Uni verni ty of 
Montreal, opened by statin;.,- that sine* 
mairy of those preH'iii were unac- 
quainted with the li-eneh language, ho 
would read his paper i n ISngllWh. lie 
pointed out I hat throughout the pro- 
ceedings, the l.'anndiiins had held 
themselves particularly aloof, and ImrJ 
wailed for what was offered lo them 
ind had not asked for anything. 
Groat Secrecy, 
Broward explained that il was very 
difficult lo judge the udiifcrence on 
account or the fuel that the Hesaiiiiis 
were for the most part held In .secret.. 
He suggested ill a I in the mailer of im- 
migration t he' Dominions advertise for 
Inilgranls, as most of them nl, the proH- 
niit time find their way t • > the United 
Slates. The speaker also brought nut. 
the fa.ct: l hat ' I he Independence of 
Canada is daily becoming more ovi- 
dent . He wanted to know Imw Cami- 
lla could expeoi supper) from IJritnin 
when the Mother Country hail no hand 
in the signing of the treaty in ques- 
tion. 

Notwithstanding I he great secrecy 
with which the discussions on Imperial 
Defence had been held, it in known 
that the different Dominions oach have 
different opinions on I lie subject . 

The. Premier hits slaled lhal if Eng- 
land should go lo war, Canada might 
not. enter, hut the speaker was sure 
Hint If the integrity nf I ho Empire 
way at slake, Canada would not hesi- 
tate to Join I he struggle.

cal point of view . Philosophy i.-; the 
background mil of which the sciences 
have grown, Il «Vis not until the 
sciences lost this background that they 
havo become Hue sciences. This Is 
true of mat bcnial ics, astronomy, chem- 
istry, physics and the oilier sciences. 
He pointed out that the same holds 
true of pychbiogy as the other sciences 
have round their places as pure sci- 
ences away from Ibis philosophical 
background so too has pyschology. 
"Pyschology Is a. science because it. 
deals with realities. As Ion gas such 
realities a.s sensu ton, emotion, instinct 
have n basis for pyschology, a science. 
Metaphysics presupposes psycho|»>^y 
along with other experimental sciences. 

H Is a science because it deals wil h 
the study of mind by scientific 
methods. Psychology does not deal 
with .what ought to be he hut with 
what Is, 

Mr. Hall quoted lloffding as saying 
that psychology is not philosophy and 
classed it with t lie other true sciences 
111 Its relation to philosophy.

lisychology !r Ihe science of thai which 
feels, thinks, or wills but ll is directly 
concerned with the reeling of thinking 
and willing itself and Is not called 
upon to say what mind is any more 
than physics is required to say what 
matte)- Is. We must remember that a 
subjective view of psychology is just 
as one-sided as au objective one. The 
two must ho synthesized In order to 
reach reality. 

Philosophy, as logic, as the theory 
of knowledge, as ISthlcs,'; and as Acs- 
lliellcs is In each case dependent In 
a very great extent tin Psychology 
which Is by menus of this experimen- 
tal 'method supplies the factual basis 
on which If may build, Psycho! 
and Philosophy overlap particularly 
hi the problems of sonse percept Ion 
and consciousness.

Hie morality of vivisection in ex- 
perimental science was discussed last, 
night under the auspices of the Ant I- 
Vivlsecllon League of Canada, ot. Vic- 
toria Hall. Weal mount. ft Is nl- 
legod that. a. number of medical stu- 
dents who made up probably more 
than half of the not very large audl- 
nce were somewhat disappointed be- 
cause of. the lack of any exciting dis- 
cussion following the main speaker of 
the overdue, Ihe President of the 
And- Vivisection League nf America 
from Philadelphia . 

The speaker eiieri numerous ox- 
aiuples of famous men who had writ- 
'.on or spoken in favour or kindness 
(i. animals. Then his argument 
touched on the changing résilions hi 
the sciences a.nd also in other as- 
pects of lire. At the présent lime 
'he fashion in medicine favours im- 

' i" sera and gland transplanting. 

Next the gréai mon of medicine 
•vere treated with no eery friendly 
■land. Cialen and Vesallns were do- 
•icrlbed as bruta! experimenters: John 
Hunter. At' cruel and calloused 
while Magendle and Bruchcsl and 
it hers rared as badly. The speaker 
cited figures from Crea.t Britain 
■•hot it. the nnrnhers of experiments 
with end without anaesthesia . And 
e alpha r.iod the danger of a. man be- 
coming a clave to science and this 
danjrer is especially grave for physi- 
ologists. Cinicsoriio sounding repcrts 
of experiments done in California, were 
road for the édification of the audi- 
ence. 

In closing the speaker made a ptea 
for mutual aid and co-operation which 
'io said was greater than natural so- 
'ection. 

After the main speech of the even- 
in!; a member or the audience asked 
ir discussion of the subject would he 
allowed. However the chairman did 
not 'favour it and the speaker of 
the evening said lie did not. wish to 
have the particulier note ho had tried 
to strike changed by any discussion 
which might lake place.
